Summer’s version of the Polar Plunge? 



Not quite, but subzero 
winter leaves frosty mark 
on Lake Michigan

Tuesday didn’t offer the greatest conditions 
for a dip in Lake Michigan, but Daniel Thorn- 
er, 6, wasn’t about to let lower than normal 
water temperatures spoil a boating trip with 
his grandfather. 

After returning wet and shivering to the 31st 
Street Harbor, though, he had second thoughts. 

“I like the other years better than this, 
’cause they’re warmer,” said Daniel, who lives 
in Bartlett. 

The legacy of Chicago’s brutal winter is 
evident on Lake Michigan, where unusually 
chilly water is tormenting swimmers, cowing 
beachgoers and basically annoying everyone 
but the salmon fishermen. 

Ricky Castro, a meteorologist with the Na- 
tional Weather Service’s Chicago office, said 
the water off some Chicago beaches has been 
in the upper 50s, quite a bit lower than the 
usual summer readings in the 70s. 

He said the ice that covered broad swaths 
of Lake Michigan kept water temps unusually 
low When wind comes in from the west, the 
warmer surface water by the beaches is blown 
away and replaced by that cooler water lurking 
offshore— a process known as upwelling. 

“There’s been some warmer weather at 
times this summer, but no intense heat,” he 
said. “That has helped to keep the lake cooler.” 

The chilliness has crimped the open water 
swimming sessions led by Drew Surinsky a 
triathlon coach based in Glenview He nor- 
mally calls off lake swimming when the water 
temperature is 60 degrees or below, but this 
summer he dropped his cutoff to 55. 

Even so, he said, the cold water, along with 
elevated bacteria levels created by fierce rain- 
falls, has led him to call off about 40 percent 
of his lake swims. 

“There hasn’t been a single day this sum- 
mer where a typical swimmer could go in 
without a wetsuit,” he said. “The issue has 
been whether to go sleeves or sleeveless, not 
whether to wear [a wetsuit}.” 

Ensign Tom Morrell, spokesman for the 
Coast Guard’s Lake Michigan sector, said the 
service hasn’t noticed a spike in the number of 
swimmers in distress because of temperatures. 

The air temperature in Chicago hovered 
below 70 degrees Tuesday making a day at 
the shore an even less hospitable proposition, 
but some die-hards could still be found at 
31st Street Beach. 


Kids from Chicago Youth Centers were 
there, but instead of splashing in the water as 
usual, they were playing soccer in the sand. 

“I don’t think we go out in the water as 
much anymore,” said Doffie Camper, 40, who 
was supervising. “We still find stuff to do even 
if we can’t get in the water.” 

Not everyone— or everything— has a prob- 


lem with cooler water. 

Philip Willink, senior research biologist at 
the Shedd Aquarium, said some fish species 
that thrive in the cold have made a comeback 
this year. 

“We seem to see a resurgence of the cooler 
water fish like the yellow perch, and we’ve had 
one of the best coho salmon years we’ve seen 


in a long time,” he said. 

Rick Bentley of Windy City Salmon runs 
charter fishing trips out of Waukegan Harbor, 
where the water was a crisp 51 degrees Tuesday 
He said the spring coho season was bountiful 
indeed, though it’s hard to say whether credit 
belongs to the weather or the government fish- 
eries that stock the lake with salmon every year. 

“If we get another hard winter and get 
equally good fishing, then I guess the correla- 
tion will be there,” he said. 

Castro said a blast of heat would help to 
warm the water, but that’s not in the forecast 
any time soon. The National Weather Service 
is calling for a Wednesday high of 73, but only 
68 by the lake. More typical temperatures in 
the mid- 80s aren’t expected to return until 
Sunday or Monday 

Until the lake warms, there’s always hope. 
A group of brave but chilly campers with the 
Westside Health Authority jumped in the wa- 
ter off 31st Street Beach onTuesday and as they 
climbed aboard their bus home, David Wise, 
35, a life coach and mentor with the organiza- 
tion, promised they’d come back in August. 

“The water should be good by then, hope- 
fully” he said.

Imagine Millennium Park without the Bean

Imagine Millennium Park without the Bean 
in its current spot, sitting pretty atop the Park 
Grill restaurant. 

The Cloud Gate sculpture, created by An- 
ish Kapoor and known as the iconic symbol 
of Millennium Park, originally was planned 
for another area of the park, and a different 
sculpture was envisioned for the place where 
the Bean now sits. 

During the planning of Millennium Park, 
an art committee considered artists from 
around the world who had done major out- 
door public sculptures, said Ed Uhlir, execu- 
tive director of Millennium Park Foundation 
and then-project director of the park. 

The committee narrowed its sights on 
two artists: Kapoor and Jeff Koons. Koons’ 
Balloon Dog (Orange) sculpture became the 
most expensive piece of art made by a living 
artist when it sold for $58.4 million in 2013. 

The artists were asked for ideas that were 
specific to a Millennium Park site, Uhlir said. 
Kapoor was given the garden while Koons had 


the plaza where the Bean currently resides. 

Koons proposed an intertwined steel-and- 
glass sculpture of giant heads of a bunny, a 
goat and a monkey that would be 150 feet tall, 
three times the size of the glass block towers 
of Crown Fountain, Uhlir said. 


“It would be dwarfing some of the buildings 
across the street. His idea was you’d walk up 
nine stories and then enter on a platform and 
get on a spiral slide that circled around until 
you finally got down nine stories,” he said. 

The Koons piece seemed impractical, with 


the cost unresolved and the sculpture not ac- 
cessible to people with disabilities, Uhlir said. 
It was considered too large and would impact 
the Michigan Avenue Streetwall (the row of 
historic buildings on Michigan Avenue facing 
Grant Park), he said. 

So the committee went with Kapoor’s idea, 
but decided to move it to its current location. 
A reinforced retaining wall beneath the Bean 
supports its weight. 

Significant changes would have had to be 
made to the parking garage if the no -ton 
sculpture went in the garden, Uhlir said. Plus, 
there was an inkling it was going to be an at- 
traction. 

“If you put it in the middle of the garden, we 
thought people would probably destroy the 
garden to get up to it,” he said. It turned out 
the central spot, highly visible from Michigan 
Avenue, was the best place for it, he said. 

“We thought it would be popular, but not as 
popular as it would become,” Uhlir said. “It’s 
probably one of the most famous pieces of out- 
door contemporary sculptures in the world.”

Park-side dining spike

Nestled under Cloud Gate, Park Grill and its 
adjacent cafe and patio have served as Millen- 
nium Park’s only in-park restaurant since its 
debut io years ago; however, the park’s influ- 
ence has shaped the dining scene on streets 
surrounding it as well. 

Billy Lawless, owner of nearby restaurant 
and pub The Gage, has had a front-row view 
of the area’s evolution. “The opening of Mil- 
lennium Park was a historical marker for {the 
Loop] and a motivating factor for opening 
The Gage,” he said. It’s not just the park itself 
but also its cultural programming throughout 
the summer that brings locals and tourists 
alike to the area, he said. “The impact of this 
upon the area’s dining scene has been im- 
mense. Since opening in 2007, we have seen 
growth year over year with an incredible local 
surge Monday through Friday and an increase 
of out-of-town visitors on the weekends.” 

More than a dozen restaurants have 
opened in the immediate area since the park’s 
first days.

R&B singer SZA is keeping good company these days. Her latest EP, “Z,” features 
appearances from labelmate Kendrick Lamar and Chicago’s own Chance The Rap- 
per, and recently she decamped to a studio with Coldplay singer Chris Martin, re- 
cording what she termed “beautiful sounds” for a project that’s still TBD. 


“I was so confused {when Martin called], 
and he was like, [adopts British accent] ‘SZA, 
I think you’re wonderful!’ ” said the 23 -year- 
old singer, born Solana Rowe in Maplewood, 
N.J. “I still can’t believe it. I’m a pessimistic 
person, so in the back of my mind I was like, 
‘Is this a really [mean] joke? Is he going to 
come out and say I was some charity case?’ ” 
The spotlight on SZA, who specializes in 
atmospheric R&B jams that hover in the air 
like incense, should only grow brighter in the 
coming months. In addition to a slot at this 
year’s Pitchfork Music Festival, the singer also 
is completing work on her third EP, ‘A” 
(following “S” and “Z,” naturally), 
an album she described by say- 
ing, ‘Any mark I missed on 
‘Z’ ... I’m hitting here.” 

Pitchfork only gave your 
most recent EP a 5.9 on a 
scale of 10. Did you accept 
the festival invite to get 
out there and prove them 
wrong? 

[Laughs.] No. I don’t see the need 
to prove anything. Their opinion is their 
opinion. I don’t think a website has anything 
to do with my real life or the actual fans that 
come up to me or bump my music in the street 
when I’m on my way to the grocery store. 

Why did you think Chance would be a good 
fit for a feature on the song “Child’s Play”? 

I just think he’s brilliant. His voice has a real 
texture and tone. It has character. And his 
subject matter is like a free-write exercise, 
and I admire that. I think it’s awesome. 

On the same song, you also talk about 
ripping the heads off your sister’s Barbie 
dolls. Were you as bad as the evil neighbor 
on “Toy Story” who tortured and disfig- 
ured toys? 

[Laughs.] I wasn’t like a weird, toy sadist, but 
I didn’t see any value in things I didn’t relate 
to, which is something I’ve carried with me 
my whole life. I’ve never looked at a Barbie 
doll and seen myself. To me it was just like, 
“OK, it’s a piece of plastic painted to look 
like a white woman.” And I was just curious 
how they were put together, like, “How is the 
head staying on?” 

What kinds of things did you relate to 
growing up? 

I was super close to my parents, and I more 


related to culture. My dad is a self-pro- 
claimed anthropologist, and he would take 
me to Little Italy and Chinatown and teach 
me about the culture. I went to science 
camp, and I’d come home and we’d go collect 
methane gas from the pond or whatever. I 
was more like a “Bill Nye the Science Guy” 
watcher. 

I read the song “Julia” was partially in- 
spired by Julia Roberts. 

I think Julia Roberts is one of the most beau- 
tiful women ever. She’s just awesome and 
odd-looking. She’s also goofy She’s never had 
the perfect laugh, and she has ques- 
tionable teeth. I think I’ve always 
related to that character in life, 
whether it was her or Lauryn 
Hill or Lisa Bonet or Bjork— 
that odd one out. Everyone 
wants to feel like they’re able 
to connect to someone, and 
I would look to people I saw 
more of myself in. “Pretty 
Woman” is my favorite movie ... 
and I found so many similarities 
with her character. She’s vulnerable, 
and she’s supposed to be this seedy person or 
whatever, but she’s actually this crazy slowly 
budding flower. She’s just conservative with 
her feelings, and that’s something I find in- 
teresting to explore. 

Do you have any interest in acting? 

No way Being in front of a camera is terrify- 
ing to me. Being behind a camera, however, is 
exciting. Having that control and being able 
to dictate the emotion based on lighting and 
color correction, and the way a good shot list 
can be the difference between “Snakes on a 
Plane” and “The Way We Were.” But being in 
front of a camera, I don’t know what to do. 

Who would play SZA in the film adaptation 
of your life then? 

Whaaat? Oh my God. Probably Willow 
Smith, oddly enough. I think she’s brilliant. 

So what are the odds you’ll be able to coax 
Chance out for a guest appearance during 
your Pitchfork set? 

Em not sure. [Laughs.] I know there will be a 
lot of interesting things going on during my 
set though, so you’ll probably just have to be 
there.

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Rise Against 
reclaims its voice

These days, anyone with a smartphone can 
comment on social issues. Don’t like some- 
thing? Start an online petition. Preferably 
about something more productive than want- 
ing to deport Justin Bieber. 

So where does that leave topically inclined 
bands like Rise Against? For years, the Chi- 
cago punk band has spoken out on subjects 
from homophobia in rock to animal rights. 
On its new album “The Black Market,” the 
band’s hardcore rock focuses less on the ills 
of the world and more on the group’s place in 
it. RedEye talked about that difference with 
singer/guitarist Tim Mcllrath, 35, in advance of 
the album’s Tuesday release and the band’s up- 
coming appearance at Riot Fest in September. 

What’s the deal with the album title? Are you 
guys selling knockoff purses or kidneys? 

We’re a band that traffics in emotions, feel- 
ings and dark places. You churn the waters to 
find the material to write about. In this case, 
it was Rise Against, a band that usually looks 
outward for source material, looking inward. 
We took a year off last year. During that 
time we looked at [the band] like, “What a 
strange thing for four grown men to do.” It 
was something that I never stopped to think 
about because I was in the eye of the hur- 
ricane living it. We wanted to see where we 
fit in this musical landscape. 

What does resistance look like now? Is it 
easier or harder to make a difference? 

The Internet is great because you’ve given ev- 
eryone a voice, but at the same time ... you’ve 
given everyone a voice. The Internet is clut- 
tered now, and it can be hard to find the right 
voices. Tbu don’t need to live in a big city like 
Chicago in order to be on the cusp of what’s 


new and interesting. You can be a part of the 
conversation anywhere. As far as change in 
the world, we’re moving toward progress. It’s 
happening glacially, but it is happening. 

What local bands are you listening to now? 

I’m listening to Real Friends and the Orwells. 
They’re cool bands. You know what’s funny? 
I’m on the road a ton, so my response to 
questions like this has become, “I know 
enough about Chicago’s scene to know I’m 
not the one who should be talking about it.” 
When I was a kid going to the Fireside Bowl 
every night, it didn’t matter who was playing. 
If I was listening to some 35-year-old trying to 
be cool talking about my scene, I would have 
been pissed off. I’m not going to try to sound 
cool because I honestly don’t know My job 
now is to pass the torch down. Get me off the 
stage! That’s the whole point. As someone 
who championed a lot of social issues, I feel 
responsibility Teah, I wake up a little bit jaded 
sometimes. Somewhere else though, there’s 
a 15-year-old who’s hearing Minor Threat for 
the first time, or Operation Ivy That’s so im- 
portant! Then they make that connection and 
next thing you know, that kid is in the front 
row at Riot Fest this fall watching us. 

Speaking of Riot Fest, who are you excited 
to see? 

Wu-Tang Clan! No, but every time I look at 
that lineup, I see a new band. {Laughs.} [The 
festival} is in touch with what fans want to see. 
They did a good job with that lineup. ... We’ve 
done a lot of festivals over the years, and to 
watch a relatively young fest like this one get 
it right so early is exciting. Also, it started in 
Chicago like we did, and that’s a source of 
pride too. We’re stoked to be a part of it.

Comedy gold in Bronzeville 


Brian Babylon breaks down 
city's comedy scene with 
7th annual showcase

Seven years ago, Bronzeville resident Brian 
Babylon was earning a good salary as a me- 
dia director for a multimedia firm and work- 
ing the stand-up open mic circuit— when he 
founded the Bronzeville Comedy Showcase. 
Hosted in the courtyard of a coffee house on 
his block, the showcase was Babylon’s way to 
bridge the North Side- South Side comedy di- 
vide and gain more stage experience. 

Seven years later, almost everything has 
changed. The coffee shop closed, and the 
same year Babylon started the showcase, he 
left his job to enter the debut lineup for Chi- 
cago Public Radio’s Vocalo station as co-host 
of its “Morning Amp” program. He’s graduat- 
ed from open mics to become the host of The 
Moth StorySlam at Martyrs’ and a panelist on 
NPR’s “Wait, Wait ... Don’t Tell Me” comedy 
quiz show 

One constant? Every summer, Babylon 
brings the Bronzeville Comedy Showcase 
back to the block, although it resides in 
swankier digs these days at Blanc Gallery and 
is now sponsored by Vocalo. But it’s still free 
and still takes place in a courtyard. Opening 
night, Babylon performs with Chicago joke 
slingers Tim Barnes and Ali Clayton, a hand- 
picked emerging comic or two and a surprise, 
out-of-town special guest. 

So what exactly is this North Side- South 
Side comedy divide? What’s true diversity in 
a comedy audience? And why did Babylon give 
up a cushy corporate salary for a public radio 
paycheck, anyway? We called him to find out 
more.
